Briggs, the former Secretary, and 82 members responded to their 
names.

McDonald, Assistant, and Rev. James Haynes Statistical Secre- 
tary.

Proceedings subsequent to the Organization. 

The Reports of the Book Committee of the Western Book 
Concern, and of the Western Book Agents were presented, read, 
and filed. Rev. A. Poe, one of the Agents, addressed the Con- 
ference respecting the interests of the Concern. 

The time of opening the daily sessions was fixed at 8 A. M., 
and of closing, at 12 M. 

Rev. Dr. Cumming, of the 0. S. Presbyterian Church, and Z. 
H. Coston, of the Pittsburgh Conference, were introduced to the 
Conference. 

A Circular on the S. School Cause was referred to the Com- 
mittee on S. Schools j and a Circular on the Tract Cause to the 
Committee on the Tract Cause. 

The Conference ordered a draft for $25.00 on the Chartered 
Fund. 

A letter from the Agent of Wilberforce University, Ohio, was 
read, and the accompanying accounts referred to J. Gassner for 
settlement. 

The Bishop presented Circulars on Slavery from the Cincin- 
nati, Providence, and Erie Conferences, which -were read, and 
referred to the Committee on Slavery. 

The Reports of the N. Y. Book Concern, and of the Book 
Agents at N. Y. were read and filed. 

The Bishop addressed the Conference in regard to deport- 
ment, Ac. 

The question “ Who are the Superannuated or worn-out preach- 
ers w'as called, and D. N. Smith, D. Dickinson, G. W. Teas, 
J, W. Maxon, and N. Wells were represented, and their charac- 
ters passed. L. C. Woodford, S. Farlow, and J. Hayden were 
changed to effective. 

A paper from the Black River Conference on Slavery, was 
referred to the Committee on Slavery. 
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The Report of the Trustees of Columbus Seminary was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Education. 

The Committee of Publication of the Minutes of 1858, made 
explanations respecting them. 

The Examining Committees of the several classes not being 
ready to report, the list of Effective Elders was called for exam- 
ination, and the characters of M. Miller, T. E. Corkhill, C. Morey, 
J. Craig, J. Gassner, L. T. Rowley, W. C. Shippen, and J. 
Brooks were passed. E. L. Briggs’ Case was referred to a se- 
lect Committee for investigation. The characters of J. H. Pow- 
er, J. Harris, I. A. Bradrick, J. G. Thompson, H. Gibson, E. H. 
Waring, I. M’Claskey, S. Reynolds, E. W. Twining, D. Worth- 
ington, J. B. Hill, J. H. M’Cutchen, A. W. Stryker, C. P. Rey- 
nolds, W. Dennett, J. M’Dowell, P. P. Ingalls, M. H. Hare, A. J.

AV. Anderson, J. Sherwood, T. Dixon, I. Burns, S. Brooks, and 
C. Woolsey were passed. 

The cases of D. H. Petefish and J. Guylee were referred to a 
special committee, for investigation. 

Rev. E. L. Beldin, of the 0. S. Presbyterian Church, and Rev. 
Mr. Winkler, of the German M. E. Ghurch of Muscatine, were 
introduced. 

R. Mulholland was granted a supernumerary relation. 

Conference adjourned with the benediction by AY. F. Cowles. 
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^ Second Day, Thursday, j 

Sept. 8th, 1859. J 

€onference met pursuant to adjournment. Religious services 
conducted by Rev. B. Holland. 

The roll was called, and the journal of yesterday read and 
approved. 

Rev^ds. D. Whitmer, of Cincinnati Conference, and Landon 
Taylor, and J. G. Dimmitt, of Upper Iowa Conference, were in- 
troduced. 

M. H. Hare and J. Brooks were appointed a special Commit- 
tee on the Memoir of the late Rev. S. Clark, hitherto unpub- 
lished. 

The question, “ Who remain on trial was taken up, and M. 
B. Wayman, E. Miller, D. Murphy, J. M. Conrad, and J. H. 
Hopkins were represented in reference to character and studies, 
and passed. 

W. A. Watson and D. P. Cole were discontinued at their own 
request, and L. B. Gordon on account of ill health. 

The question, “ Who are the Deacons?’’ was called, and C. F. 
Spooner, H. W. Thomas, J. F. Goolman, J. Delay, G. N. Pow- 
er, J. M. Baker, S. F. C. Garrison, H. Crellin, A. Laubach, J. 
T. Simmons, W. Poston, and T. D. Boyles, were represented and 
passed. 

The question, “ Who have been elected and ordained Elders ?” 
was called, and J. W. Latham, E. H. Winans, J. Elrod, W. A. 
Pile, B. Mitchell, J. S. Rand, J. Haynes, B. F. Williams, G. W. 
Friend, W. Howbert, and J. M. Rust, were represented, passed, 
and elected to Elder’s orders. 

S. S. Gruber, who had not been before the Examining Commit- 
tee, was represented and his character passed. 

The question, “ Who are admitted into full connection?” was 
called, and the class presented themselves, as their names were 
called, before the Bishop, who addressed them in regard to the 
obligations they were about to assume, and propounded to them 
the questions directed in the Discipline, to which they responded 
satisfactorily. They were then severally examined in reference 
to their characters and studies, and G. W. Byrkit, G. Clemmer, 
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G. W Conrad, C. G. Milnes, P. F. Bresee, A. S. Prather, A. Git, 

W. S. Peterson, E. T. Coiner, B. Shinn, and A. H. Murphy were 
passed, admitted, and elected to Deacon’s orders. 

D. Thompson and J. R. Carey, already Deacons, were passed | 
and admitted. G. B. Jocelyn, already an Elder, was passed, ad- 
mitted, and having satisfied the Conference of his proficiency in 
all the studies required, was excused from further examination. ; 

The vote admitting A. Orr was reconsidered, in order that he ^ 
might be further examined in regard to his views of baptism, and 
his case was re-committed to the Committee of Examination. 

A complaint against the administration of J. W. Todd, was 
referred to a special Committee. 

The Examining Committee in the case of A. Orr reported sat- 
isfactorily, and he was passed, admitted, and elected to Deacon’s 
orders. 

D. W. Robinson was discontinued at his own request; L. P. 
Crowell, on account of ill health ; and R. M. Donahue was 
passed, and continued on trial. 

W. C. Williams, a Deacon, was granted a location, at his own 
request. 

The Committee in the case of J. Guylee recommended that his 
character pass, and proposed the following resolution : Resolved 
that we respectfully request the Bishop and his Council to care- 
fully investigate the affairs of Council Bluffs District. 

The Report was received, and, after Bro. Guylee was repre- 
sented by several of the preachers of the District, and communi- 
cations had been read from the Q. Conferences of Loudon and 
Bedford, representing the confidence of the brethren in him as 
their P. E., his character was passed. The resolution recom- 
mended, was laid on the table. 

The same Committee reported in the case of D. H. Petefish, 
recommending that his character pass, and it was adopted. 

The Committee in the case of J. W. Todd reported, his char- 
acter passed, and he was admitted into full connection, and elect- 
ed to Deacon’s orders. 

The Committee on Slavery reported, and the Report was read, 
accepted, and the Committee discharged. 

The Report was taken up item by item. The portion refer- 
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ring to the Providence Conference Resolutions was read as fol- 
lows : “ They would report that they have concurred in the Res- 
olutions adopted by the Providence Conference, and, as their first 
choice, recommend it to your favorable consideration also, with 
this additional resolution : 

Resolved, that we recommend the suspension of the fourth 
{ Restrictive Rule, for the purposes specified in the Providence 
I resolutions. 

The question first before the Conference was decided to be 
that of concurrence with the Providence Resolutions, and they 
were read, as follows : 

Resolved, that we recommend the alteration of the General 
Rules of our Church by prefixing the word Slaveholding to the 
rule which forbids “the buying and selling of men, women, 
and children, with an intention to enslave them,’^ and changing 
to or in both instances in which it occurs, so that the rule 
will read : Slaveholding. The buying or selling of men, women, 
or children, with an intention to enslave them. 

The subject was discussed at length by Dr. Elliott and W. F. 
Cowles. While Bro. Cowles was speaking, he was reminded 
that the time of the session had nearly expired, and gave way for 
adjournment. 

Rev. R. S. Foster D. D., of the Northwestern University, Ev- 
anston, 111., and Rev. Mr. Cass, of the N. S. Presbyterian Church, 
were introduced. 

The session closed with the benediction by Dr. J. H. Power. 



Third Day, Friday, ) 

Sept. 9th, 1859. j 

Conference met at the regular hour, and opened with singing, 
and prayer by Rev. A. Bussey. The further calling of the roll 
was dispensed with. 

The minutes of yesterday were read, corrected, and approved. 

An appeal of L. H. Stringfield, a local preacher, from a decis- 
ion of the Q. C. of Loudon station in his case, was referred to a 
special Committee. 

Rev. T. Williams, D, D., of Jefferson City, Mo., Rev. U. P. 
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Gk)lliday, of Rock River Conference, and Rev. Alcinns Young, of 
Upper Iowa Conference, were introduced. 

The Report on Slavery was then taken up. W. F. Cowles 
moved to take the question without debate. G. B. Jocelyn and 
L. T. Rowley presented the following substitute : 

Whereas, there are conflicting opinions concerning the correct 
interpretation of our Greneral Rule on Slavery, and whereas 
uniformity of action is desirable, and whereas the M. E. Church 
has always been an Anti-Slavery Church 5 

Therefore Resolved, that the Iowa Annual Conference request 
the next General Conference to leave the present Rule on Slavery 
unchanged, and so to amend the chapter on Slavery as to read 
as follows : 

CHAPTER VII. — OF SLAVERY. 

Quest. What shall be done for the extirpation of the Evil of 
Slavery ? 

Ans. 1. We declare that we are as much as ever convinced of 
the great evil of Slavery. 

Ans. 2. That while the letter of the General Rule positively 
prohibits the buying or selling of men, women, or 
children, with an intention to enslave them, the 
spirit as clearly prohibits the holding of slaves for 
mercenary or selfish purposes, and that the Annual 
Conferences are hereby directed to have the rule on 
Slavery administered with this understanding. 

The substitute was laid on the table by 42 ayes to 33 nays. 

The debate on concurrence in the recommendation of the 
Providence Conference, was then resumed, and J. H. Power, C. 
Elliott, and others addressed the Conference on the subject. 

A motion to re-commit the Report, was lost by 29 ayes to 54 
nays. 

The vote on concurrence was then taken, and it was resolved 
to concur by 62 ayes to 29 nays. 

Tlie portion of the Report referring to the resolution proposed 
by the Erie Conference was then taken up, and read as follows : 

“ They also concurred in the Erie Conference resolution as 
their second choice.’’ 

The Erie rule was then read, as follows : 

Resolved, by the Erie Annual Conference, in Conference asscm- 
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bkd, that the Annual and General Conferences he requested to 
concur in so amending the General rule on Slavery, that it shall 
read as follows : “ The buying, selling, holding, or transferring, 
of any human being, to be used in slavery.” 

The vote on concurrence was then taken, and decided affirm- 
atively, by 60 ayes to 34 nays. 

The portion of the report referring to the recommendation of 
tlie Cincinnati Conference, was laid on the table by 55 ayes to 
40 nays. 

The portion of the Report was read recommending — 

“ That the Chapter on Slavery in our Discipline be so amend- 
ed that the second answer to the question therein shall read as 
follows : to wit: 

No slaveliolder shall lx? eligible to membership in our Church 
when the laws of the State will admit of emancii)ation, and per- 
mit the emancipated slave to enjoy his freedom. Also whenever 
a member becomes an owner of a slave or slaves by any means, 
he shall forfeit his membership unless he make due provisions for 
the emancipation of such slave or slaves, and within such time as 
may be most conducive to the interests of the enslaved. They 
would also recommend the striking out of the third and fourth 
answers to the question propounded in the Chapter on Slavery.” 

W. J. Spaulding proposed to amend by inserting, after the 
words, “he shall forfeit his membership,” the words, “whenever 
the laws of the State admit of emancipation.” 

G. B. Jocelyn proposed, as a substitute, that we recommend 
that the Chapter on Slavery be stricken from tlie Discipline. 

The substitute was lost, and the amendment laid on the table. 

The portion of the Report under consideration was then adopt- 
ed by 62 ayes to 32 nays. 

The subsequent portions of the Report were laid on the table, 
and the Report, as amended, was adopted. See Report^ No. 1. 

A Resolution, offered by I. P. Teter, “ that we rescind the res- 
olution requesting the Bishop to not continue in the Eldership 
those that liave been Presiding Elders for four years,” was laid 
on the table. 

The case of Joseph Good, a Local Preacher, expelled under a de- 
cision of tlie Lawrenceburg Q. C., was introduced by J. B. Har- 
dy, and, after some extracts from letters of said Good were read, 
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and the law of appeals had been stated by the Chair, it was or- 
dered that a new trial be granted him, on the ground of addi- 
tional testimony received since the former trial. 

The Committee on the Division of the Conference presented 
their Report, which was read, received, and laid on the table un- 
til to-morrow* 

It was resolved to meet at 2 P. M. for the election of Delegates 
to the ensuing General Conference. 

Rev. A. B. Robbins, of the Congregational Church, was intro- 
duced. 

Conference adjourned with the benediction by Rev. Z. H. 
Coston. 



Afternoon Session. 

Conference met at the appointed hour, and opened with sing- 
ing and prayer by Rev. J. G. Dimmitt. 

The journal of the morning session was read and approved. 

The action of the Conference in the case of Joseph Good was 
reconsidered. The question recurring on the original motion, 
the whole subject was laid on the table. 

J. H. White, an Elder, formerly of the Iowa Conf.; D. B. Cla- 
rey, an Elder, formerly of the North Indiana Conf.; F. H.Reed, 
an Elder, formerly of the Rock River Conf.; and M. Sheets, an 
Elder, formerly of the Ohio Conf., were re-admitted into the trav- 
eling connection. 

The order of the day, the election of delegates, was then taken 
up. The Bishop announced that the Conference is entitled to 
five delegates. 

It was agreed to elect them by ballot, and that the first five on 
the list, having a majority of the votes cast, shall be the dele- 
gates. G. B. Jocelyn, S. Haines, J. Darrah, and J. Burgess were 
appointed tellers of the election. A motion that they have leave 
to retire to count the ballots failed. 

The Conference then proceeded to take the first ballot, which 
resulted as follows : » 

Whole number of votes cast, - - - - 114 

Necessary to a choice, 58 
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Of these votes W. F. Cowles received - - - 78 

“ “ T. E. Corkhill “ ... 68 

These brethren having a majority of the votes cast, were de- 
clared elected. 

The Conference then proceeded to take the second ballot, which 
resulted as follows : 

Whole number of votes cast - - - - 110 

Necessary to a choice 63 

Of these votes J. S. Hammond received ... 63 

and having a majority of the votes cast, was declared elected. 
The Conference then proceeded to take the third ballot, which 



resulted as follows : 

Whole number of votes cast - - - - 109 

Necessary to a choice 55 

None having a majority of the votes cast, the Conference pro- 
ceeded to take the fourth ballot, which resulted as follows : 

Whole number of votes cast - - - - 105 

f Necessary to a choice - - - - - 53 

Of these votes J. H. Power received ... 64 

“ M. H. Hare « - - . . 63 

« C. Elliott 58 



J. H. Power and M. H. Hare, the first two having a majority 
of the votes cast, were declared elected. 

C. Elliott and W. Simpson were then elected, by acclamation, 
reserve delegates. 

The Report of the Committee on the Division of Conference 
was taken up, and it was moved to adopt the Report as pre- 
sented. 

J. Q. Hammond moved to amend the Report by striking out 
the line proposed therein in these words, 

“ Commencing at the S. E. corner of Wayne Co., thence due 
north to the N. E. corner of Lucas Co., thence due east to the 
corner of Marion and Mahaska, thence north till we strike the 
Des Moines River, thence by said River to the northern boundary,” 
and substituting therefor the line as follows : Commencing at 
the S. E. corner of Wayne county, and running due north to 
the line of the Upper Iowa Conference, leaving Knoxville on 
the west, and Monroe, Newton, and Greencastle on the east of 
said line. 
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The substitute was adopted. 

R. S. Robinson moved to strike out the word “Des Moines,” as 
the name of the western Conference, and to insert “Southwestern 
Iowa,” in the place, which prevailed. The Report, as amended, 
was then adopted. See Report, No. II. 

The Conference proceeded to fix the place of its next meeting. 
It was agreed to select three places, one in each of the proposed 
Conferences, in case of division, and one at which to ' hold the 
Conference, if undivided. Indianola and Oceola were nominated 
as the seat of the S. W. Iowa Conference, and Indianola was se- 
lected. Oskaloosa, Burlington, Mt Pleasant, and Washington 
were named as the seat of the Iowa Conference, and Oskaloosa 
was selected. 

Indianola was the chosen place of meeting in case of no di- 
vision. 

The credentials of J. Kelly, an Elder, were presented and 
filed. 

A motion to adjourn prevailed, and the session closed with the 
benediction by E. W. Twining. 



Fourth Day, Saturday, \ 

Sept. 10th, 1859. j 

Conference met at the appointed hour. Religious services by 
Rev. L. T. Rowley. The journal of yesterday afternoon was 
read and approved. 

The Committee in the case of E. L. Briggs reported verbally 
through their chairman. Dr. Elliott. The question of the pass- 
age of his character w^as taken up. After Bro. Briggs had made 
an explanation respecting his views of eternal punishment, it was 
moved that his character pass. As a substitute, resolutions were 
proposed by J. Brooks, pronouncing upon the doubts entertained 
by Bro. Briggs respecting the eternity of the punishment of the 
finally impenitent, the solemn disapprobation of the Conference ; 
and in view of his regret at the existence of these doubts, and o 
his promise to make an effort to free himself from them, recom- 
mending the passage of his character. They were adopted, and 
his character passed. 
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A motion to grant him a supernumerary relation was laid on 
the table. 

Kev. W. Hirst, of the Baltimore Conference, and Bev. Mr. 
Remington of the Baptist Church, were introduced. 

The records in the case of the appeal of C. C. Bear, from a 
decision of Adel Q. C. were presented and filed. 

J. H. Power presented the Report of the Committee on Miss- 
ions. See Report^ No. III. The Report was adopted. 

The credentials of Joseph Good, a Local Deacon, and of John 
Orr, a Local Elder, were presented and filed. 

J. Gassner, Committee on the accounts of Wilberforce Univer- 
sity, was discharged from further service. 

The Conference then gave way to a regular meeting of the 
Board of Corporators of the I. W. University. After their ad- 
journment, the Conference resumed its business. 

The Bishop presented the resolutions of the East Genessee 
Conference in reference to lay-delegation, which, on motion of 
L. T. Rowley, were laid on the table by 40 ayes to 24 nays. 

The Bishop called for applications for the ordination of Local 
Deacons and Elders, but none were elected. 

The Conference resolved to meet at 2 P. M. 

The Committee in the case of L. A. Smith presented their re- 
port, which was read. A motion to re-commit it, with instruc- 
tions to recommend some definite course of action for the Confer- 
ence, in the case, was lost. The report was then received, and 
its consideration deferred. 

The minutes of the session were read, up to adjournment, and 
approved. 

Conference adjourned with the benediction by Rev. I. I. 
Stewart. 



Aftirnoon Session. 

Conference met at the time appointed, and opened with singing, 
and prayer by Rev. M. H. Hare. 

The Committee on the Tract cause presented their Report, 
which was read and adopted. See Report, No IV. 
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The Committee in the case of L. H. Stringfield reported, rec- 
ommending that the case be referred back to the Q. C. of Loudon 
Station, for a new trial, and the report was adopted. 

J. Burgess presented certain conveyances of Real Estate for 
the use of the Missionary Cause. They were accepted, and re- 
ferred to the P. E. of Loudon District, who was made the Agent 
of the Conference in the case. 

The action of the Conference accepting the Report in the case 
of L. A. Smith, was reconsidered. A motion to re-commit failed. 
It was then agreed that he be left without an appointment, that 
the case may be investigated on the charge to which he belonged, 
and, if he be cleared, the P. E. -was given authority to employ 
him. 

J. Harris read a paper tendering the Elliott Seminary, Bur- 
lington, to the Iowa Conference, accompanied with a Report from 
the Trustees of said Seminary. The papers were received, and 
referred to the Committee on Education.

The Bishop was requested to re-appoint S. Reynolds to the 
Agency of the A. B. S. in 111. 

The Presiding Elders were made a Committee to distribute the 
Minutes to the preachers in their several Districts, collect the 
money for them, and remit it to the Secretary, for payment upon 
them. 

The roll of Conference was called to ascertain how many copies 
of the minutes each preacher will be responsible for, and 950 
copies were subscribed for. (Subsequently the number subscrib- 
ed for was increased to 1095.) E. H. Waring was appointed to 
superintend the publication of the minutes. J. Burgess was 
appointed to collect money to refund outlays by the Committee 
of Publication of last year. 
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F. M. Slusser was granted a supernumerary relation, and the 
relation of N. Wells was changed from superannuated to super- 
numerary. The credentials of C. S. Jennes were ordered to bo 
restored. The Indiana Conference was also recommended to 
restore the credentials of A. H. Shaffer. 

The Visiting Committee of the I. W. University, presented 
their report, which was read and accepted. See Report No. VI. 

The orders of Wm. Pearce, a Ministerial Elder of the Con- 
gregational Church, were, upon his assuming our ordination vows, 
recognized.

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accounts, 38 per cent, A number of unpaid accounts were re- 
ferred to various persons for collection, or reported worthless,

Bishop Simpson presented a certificate of the ordinations of 
Elders and Deacons, performed by him on yesterday. Sept. 11th, 
1859. For list of ordinations^ see the Summary. 

Statistics still wanting were called for, and direction was giv- 
en in regard to filling the blanks. 

The following resolution was passed : 

Resolved, that we will be prepared to report our statistics on 
the second day of Conference at our next meeting. ^ 

The Committee on Education presented their report, which

The question of the adoption of the report was then taken up. 

Dr. C. Elliott, President of the I. W. U., addressed the Confer- 
ence in relation to its interests. Bishop Simpson was requested 
to give his views on the subject, and addressed the Conference 
thereupon. 

Rev. \V. H. Hunter, of Peoria Conf., and Rev’ds. C. G. 
Truesdcll, and M. M. Tooke, of Upper Iowa Conf., were intro- 
duced. j 
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It was agreed to meet at 2 P. M. The session then closed with 
the benediction by Rev. M. H. Hare.

The Report of the Committee on Education, was then taken 
up. The Roll was called and the pledges of the preachers to 
preach on the subject of Education, and to make personal appli- 
cation to the members of their cliarges for donations, were given. 
J. Brooks, moved that the whole subject of the finances of the 
University be referred to a Committee of seven, to report at an 
early period, and J. Brooks, D. "Worthington, T. E. Corkhill, J. 
H. White, J. H. Power, I. I. Stewart, and J. Burgess were 
appointed said Committee. 

It was resolved to meet at 7 P. M. 

By request the Bishop again addressed the Conference respect- 
ing the interests of the University. The Report was then 

R. M. Donahue, James Cowger, 
and James Mickle wait were appointed to fill vacancies in the 
Board of Trustees of Columbus Seminary. 

The Conference then gave way to a meeting of the Board of 
Corporators of the I. W. U. After they had adjourned, the 
Conference resumed its business. 

W. J. Spaulding presented the Report of the Committee on 
Periodicals, which was read and adopted. See Report JYo. X. — 
E. II. Winans presented the Report of the Committee on S. 
Schools, which was read and adopted. See Report JVo. X 1. 

|,f^: J. Guylee asked for instructions as to the manner in which 

vacancies in the Board of Trustees of Columbus Seminary shall 
be filled during the interval of Conference. Tlie Trustees were 
empowered to fill such vacancies in their own Board. 

The Committee on Parsonages and Parsonage property re- 
ported, and the Report was read and adopted. See Report JVo. 
XII 

The Bishop was requested to appoint J. H. White, as Agent 
of the Endowment Fund of the I. W. University. 

The Secretary read the aggregates of the Statistics of the 
Conference. See Table. G. W. Conrad, w'as granted a super- 
numerary relation. 

The Committee of Publication were instructed to abbreviate 
the recorded minutes as much as possible. 

The Committee on the state of the Church presented their 
Report. The last resolution was withdrawn, and the remainder 
of the Report w as adopted. See Report JVo. XIII. 

Bishop Simpson presented the certificate of tlie Ordination of 
C. G. Milnes, as Deacon, on this day, September 12th, 1859. 

Conference adjourned, with the benediction by Rev. W. 
Simpson. 

Evening Session. 

Conference met at the appointed hour, and opened with sing- 
ing, and prayer by Rev. C. Morey. Rev. J. Brooks, in the Chair. 
Tlie journal of the afternoon w^as read, corrected, and approved. 
The following resolutions w'ere adopted by a rising vote : 
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Resolved, 1. That we welcomed the presence among us 
of our beloved Superintendent, Bp. Simpson, and that we are 
thankful to Almighty God, for the restoration of his health, and 
the rich grace with which He has blessed him. 

2d. That we express our sense of the urbane and efficient 
character of his presidency over the deliberations of this Con- 
ference. 

3d. That we shall follow him with our prayers, that he may 
long be spared, to illustrate the Gospel, by the purity of his 
life, and to promote its extension by his ministrations.

The Journal 
was read to the close of the session, and approved.

I. On Slavery. 



The Committee to whom was referred the subject of Slavery would report 
that they have had the same under careful consideration, and are fully 
convinced that the interests of the Church demand at the hands of her officials 
increased effort and concert of action for the extirpation of the great evil of 
Slavery. 

They are furthermore convinced that such changes and amendments should 
be made both in our Rule and Chapter on Slavery as that all men may know 
by our practice as well as by our profession that we have no sympathy 
with what has been justly styled the sum of all villainies.’’ 

The question under consideration has been fully and ably discussed before 
the public through the columns of our papers. We want action nowj not 
argument ; we want works, not words. Therefore, in regard to certain 
papers put into their hands by the Conference, they would report that they 
have concurred in the Resolution adopted by the Providence Conference, 
as their first choice, and recommend it to your favorable consideration also, 
with this additional resolution : 

Resolved, that we recommend the suspension of the fourth Restrictive 
Rule, for the purpose specified in the Providence resolution. 

They also concurred in the Erie Conference resolution as their second 
choice. 

They would also recommend that the Chapter on Slavery in our Discipline 
be so amended that the second answer to the question therein shall read as 
follows ; to %r>it: “No slaveholder shall be eligible to membership in our 
Church when the laws of the State will admit of emancipation, and permit 
the emancipated slave to enjoy his freedom. Also, whenever a member 
becomes an owner of a slave or slaves, by ant means, he shall forfeit his 
membership unless he make due provisions for the emancipation of such 
slave or slaves, and within such time as may be most conducive to the 
interests of the enslaved. They also would recommend the striking out of 
the third and fourth answers to the question proposed in the chapter on 
Slavery.”

yi. Of the Visiting Committee of the I. W. University. 

Your Committee beg leave to report as follows : The Committee were all 
present on the second day of the examination, and attended regularly after- 
wards. The students all through gave evidence of thorough training. 
They had not merely committed their studies to memory, but they had 
evidently matured them. They had not been the idle receptacles of knowl- 
edge, but they had learned to think, and to work up the material they had 
acquired. The most prominent efiect of the teaching upon the minds of the 
st^ dents seemed to be to develop the power of analysis. Answers to 
questions were given not only with readiness, but precision. The exhibitions 
compared well with those of older institutions of similar grade. That of 
the young ladies Society displayed ability fully equal to that of the gentle- 
men. Young ladies are reciting in all the college classes, and the last 
commencement exercises were distinguished by the presentation of a diploma 
to the first lady graduate. The co-education of ladies and gentlemen is no 
longer an experiment, but a coinplete success, and we think all our efforts in 
the cause of female education should be put forth in that direction. 

Under the efficient administration of Dr. Elliott we think there has been 
a decided improvement in the financial management of the institution during 
the past year. The expenses have been so reduced that they are $1,000 less 
than the income.

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VIII. Of Committee on the Finances of the L W. U. 

Your Committee beg leave to report : That in view of the stringency of 
the times fears were entertained that the number of Students would fall 
below that of last year, but in this we were happily disappointed. Our 
first term shows a small increase, which is certainly very encouraging. 
But while success is attending its efforts to afford educational facilities, it, 
in common with other Institutions, is suffering financially. Its debts are 
weighing it down. The whole indebtedness of the University is S28 097. 

Of this amount there is a pressing demand for about $12 000. Suit has 
already been commenced on the foreclosure of a mortgage on the college 
grounds and buildings in the sum of $7 000. A decree will undoubedtly be 
obtained in April next, unless we compromise by making payment. Our 
entire assets, not including campus, buildings, or endowment funds, amount 
to something over $20 000. But a very small part ofthis, however, can possi- | 
bly be made available during the coming year, and to borrow money at heavy I 
interest is a ruinous policy. I 

In view of these facts we ask you, brethren, for the love you have for I 
the character of the M. E. Church, and the education of the rising youth. I 
to come to its rescue. Many of you have given liberally, others ould p 
have, but for want of ability. | 

Your Committee are of the opinion that we have come short of making a ? 
direct appeal to our members generally. They need but be aroused to a ■ 
sense of our position, and correctly informed as to our financial embarrass- 
ments, and we are safe. Who, brethren, can do this with more success ^ 
than 3’^ou ? Let us remember that the University is ours. It is wholly ■ 
dependant upon us. We stand pledged to the Church and the world to 
Sustain it. If it goes down ours will be the disgrace. The time has fulljr 
Come when something more than merely passing resolutions must be done. 

We must act, or before our next Conference meets we may have no Universitj’. 
The question then is: Will we unitedly come to the rescue, and do all we 
iili can to save it ? Your Committee propose the following resolutions : 

1st. That the roll be called, and each preacher be requested to pledge 
himself to preach a sermon in each congregation of his charge, by the 15th 
of December next, on Education as connected with the University, and that 
he also make a personal appeal to each member of his charge, and endeavor 
to obtain an average of at least one dollar per member for the purpose of 
paying the debts that now exist. 

2d. That each preacher report to the Agent or Executive Committee, by 
the 1st of January next, the amount obtained in his charge.

IX. On Education. 

The Committee on Education submit the following Report : 

They are of opinion that however great the attention hitherto given to 
this important subject, it is small in comparison with the claims it so justly 
holds upon us as citizens of the State of Iowa, and members of the M. E. 
Church. Yet we are greatly encouraged when we see the amount of inter- 
est manifested by our people, and which certainly exists throughout the 
entire West and North- VYest. That amid the difficulties and privations 
attendsint upon the settlement of a hew country, they have laid the founda- 
tion for extensive scientific and literary training, guarded by such moral and 
religious restrictions as can but result in immense benefit to those who may 
fall within the range of its enlightening and refining influences. 
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There were placed in our hands, the Report of the Trustees of the Colum- 
bus Seminary, from which we learn that the work upon the new edifice is 
still going on, and that the building will be completed during the coming 
year. 

We have also had placed in our hands certain papers pertaining to the 
Elliott Seminary in Burlington, and upon examination of their Articles of 
Incorporation, we find that the 5th Article proposes to make the Iowa Con- 
ference a part of that Corporation, which, in the judgment of your Com- 
mittee, would be injurious to both them and ourselves. Therefore, \ve recom- 
mend that the Conference decline being made a part of such Corporation. 
Yet we would suggest that this Conference render the Elliott Seminary 
such encouragement as they may be able to, and such assistance as it may 
need ; but in no case to incur pecuniary responsibility, or in anywise em- 
barrass the interests they are already pledged to support. 

In regard to the I. W. University, they are of the opinion that it does not 
receive the attention which its necessities or its interests demand. This 
Conference stands pledged in the most solemn manner, both before God and 
man, to sustain that Institution. Many persons hold claims against it. — 
Although they, themselves, do neither belong to our Church, nor even pro- 
fess religion, yet such has been their confidence in the honesty and integrity 
of the M. E. Church in Iowa, that they have not hesitated to lend their mon- 
ey to erect our buildings, and carry on the enterprise. When the time of 
payment came, it failed to meet its obligations. But encouragement was 
given to those parties that when the Conference would meet, then ways and 
means would be devised for the payment of the current expenses, so that all 
collections might be applied upon their claims. In this the Conference concur- 
red, and we gravely resolved two years ago to raise the amount necessary to 
nieet the expenses for that year. But we did not fulfill our obligation. We 
resolved a second time, and a second time failed to keep our promise. Our 
creditors, who heretofore had reposed the utmost confidence in our integrity, 
began now to look askance at us. They became imperious in their demands. 
They waited, only to be disappointed. Suits were brought, and writs and 
warrants served upon the Institution through its agent. 

Great as was our debt originally, it was now being largely increased b}-- 
interest and costs of prosecution. But this is not all. As a Corporation, 
we solemnly promised that we would guard the Endowment Fund. In tjiis, 
also, there is a seeming violation of faith. Our neglect to meet our engage- 
ment in raising the current expenses, made it necessary to use a part of the 
Endowment Fund to procure food and raiment for our Board of Instruction, 
so that we have thus become doubly guilty. 

Your Committee recommend that this Conference carefully weigh the 
matter now, and if it be found that the present liabilities cannot be promptly 
met; nor the Institution honorably sustained, then it is due to the creditors 
that we apprize them of that fact, and let them proceed at once to dispose 
of it, and either close it up, or pass it into the hands of those \vho will sus- 
tain it. 

But should w’e determine to adopt such measures as will relieve it of its 
embarrassments, then they recommend the continuance of Bro. Darrah, as 
Agent, to be employed in soliciting donations, collecting outstanding ac- 
counts, and selling scholarships, should the Corporators order it. Also, that 
this Conference respectfully request Bro. J. Kibbins, to assist in obtaining 
donations for its benefit. 

They also recommend the appointment of the following Board of Visitors. 
— See Su7nmary.

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X. On Periodicals. 

Your Committee beg leave to Report : 

It affords us great pleasure to acknowledge the literary ability, and pure 
morality of our periodicals. God’s gracious providence has superintended 
the growth and development of this powerful arm of our Evangelizing sys- 
tem. We acknowledge with gratitude, these mercies, and humbly implore 
the continued blessing of God upon those who are charged with the man- 
agement of these interests. 

We learn with regret that there has been a decline in the circulation of our 
periodicals wdthin our bounds, during the past year. We well know the 
financial difficulties which have embarrassed our preachers and people, but 
we would have had the retrenchment in some less important items than that 
of religious reading. Such food for the mind should be furnished when it is 
at all possible. 

The Methodist Quarterly Review, is published to meet a demand among 
our ministers and laymen, for a journal of the first order. It is conducted 
with distinguished ablility, and merits a more extensive circulation. I 

The Ladies^ Repository, has gained a reputation as a Family Magazine, 1 , 

inferior to none in this country. Its circulation is already large, but maj’^ be 
increased by suitable effort. 

We regard the several weekly periodicals published by the Church as 
well worthy of the patronage of our membership, and of society at large. 

Our duty, and that of all the patronizing Conferences, to sustain the Central 
Christian Advocate, we regard as paramount. We regret to learn that its 
circulation is not 3 -et sufficient to render it self-supporting. This is, how- 
ever, the usual condition of our Church papers for the first few years of 
their existence, and while it is a source of regret, we see no reason for com- i 

plaint in the present case. Its circulation is as large as was that of any of 
its predecessors at the same period of their publication. It has been favored 
the last year with a larger ratio of increase than any other paper of the Church, 
excepting the Baltimore Advocate. It is advancing with a slow but steady 
step, and, if fostered by the church, as its merits deserve, it will ason be- 
come a source of large income to the Book Concern. In the meantime we 
record our settled conviction that the importance of the paper, as an engine 
of usefulness in tlie Southwest, demands its continuation though at a tem- 
porary loss to the Church. It is our principal publication in that vast ter- 
ritory which we would bring under the peaceful reign of our blessed Master. 

In conclusion, we recommend the following resolutions : i 

1st. That we have full confidence in the integrity and uprightness of 
those to whom the immediate care of our periodicals is entrusted. 

2d. That the Editor of the Central Christian Advocate, deserves, and 
hereby is tendered the warmest thanks of this Conference, for the honest, 
fearless, outspoken independence, which has characterized his course as 
Editor. 

3d. That in him we recognize an able Editor, and an uncompromising foe 
of “the sum of all villainies.” 

4th. That while we will use proper diligence to place in each family of 
our congregations, one or more of our periodicals, we will make special effort 
on behalf of the Central Christian Advocate. 

5th. That our delegates are hereby instructed to use their mfliience to 
secure the re-election of Rev. J. Brooks, as Editor of the Central Christian 
[^1 Advocate. 

Gth. That T. E. Corkhill is hereby chosen a member of the publishing 
/Tommittee at St. Louis, and Dr. Elliott of that at Chicago. i

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XL On Sunday Schools. 

Your Committee respectfully Report : We believe from the experience of 
the Church that the Sunday School enterprise is largely eflScient in the con- 
version of souls, and that the rapidity of this age, and the increasing pop- 
ulation of Southern Iowa, demand an increase of zeal and effort for the 
Sunday School cause. And we know of no other mode of religious instruc- 
tion that would compensate our youth for the loss of this ; therefore i2e- 
solved, 

1st. That it is the duty of every preacher to exert himself zealously for 
this cause. 

2d. That whenever possible he should be present in the Sunday Schools 
of his charge. 

3d. That we most earnestly insist upon compliance with the section of 
our Discipline, which makes it the duty of preachers to raise moneys for the 
support of the M. E. S. S. Union.

XII On Parsonages. 

Your Committee report as follows : 

Each itinerant preacher learns from experience the great necessity of tbe 
Church providing a suitable house for the accommodation of his family. 
If no house is provided, when he arrives at his post, the embarrassments 
under which he labors become a serious impediment to the success of his 
labors. A glance at the statistics of parsonages in the bounds of our 
Conference shows the necessity of more attention being given to this 
enterprise. The whole number of parsonages in the Conference is 47, valued 
at $22 775 ; leaving 65 appointments without parsonages. [For details, see 
Statist ics. — Sec^y.) 

I From the estimated value of some of these improvements, they are a 

credit to the charges to which they belong. But many are too inferior to 
be comfortable, and ought to be exchanged for better houses, or sold, and 
others bought or built that would be comfortable to the occupants, and a 
credit to the Church. 

Your Committee would not overlook the importance of suitable locations. 
W e believe the stereotyped opinion of many our of people that a parsonage 
ought not to be near a Church, to be erroneous. Another mistake is to 

build a good house on a small lot, blocked in with houses, giving no room 

for the improvement of a yard in shrubbery, and suitable ground for garden 
purposes. 

Considering these and other facts which might be named, your Committee 
I offer the following resolutions : 

1st. As members of the Iowa Conference we will urge our charges to 
' secure by purchase, or donation, from the size of an ordinary town lot to 

: live acres of land, for parsonage purposes. 

2nd. VV^e will use our influence to have all our parsonages built sufficiently 
large for the accommodation of an ordinary sized family. 

3d. We will further recommend that these houses be supplied with all the 
heavy furniture necessary for the use of a family. 

4th. That when we occupy parsonages we will leave them in as good 
condition as we found them, and if possible, make all necessary improve- 
ments.

Your Committee would offer the following resolutions : 

1st. That the Committee on the Minutes he requested to publish the 
financial plan, adopted at the last Conference. 

2nd. ThatE^. Elliott be appointed a Committee to obtain from B.H. Ambler^ 
Prof, of Law in the I. W. U., a suitable form of Deed, to be used in secur- 
ing Church property in our Conference. Also a proper form for the 
organization of Boards of Trustees, to have charge of church property. 

3d. Whereas it is a painful fact that much valuable property, once in the 
possession of the Church, is now lost. 

Resolved, that it be enjoined upon all our preachers not to sanction the 
sale of any Church property until every effort has been made to release it 
from debt. And not then without the sanction of the P. E. and Q. Conference, 



FINANCIAL SYSTEM. 

Fiest. There shall be a Financial Meeting of the Stewards and Leaders in 
each circuit and station, held the third Saturday after the close of the Annual 
Conference ; the place of holding it to be fixed by the last Quarterly Meeting 
Conference for the year ; the preacher in charge shall be chairman of the 
meeting. 

Second. The Committee to estimate the fuel and table expenses, shall 
report to the financial meeting, (their report being subject to review by the 
Quarterly Conference, ) the disciplinary allowance to the preacher, his wife 
and children, shall be added to the above estimate, also, dollars for the 
district, and the whole amount shall be divided among the several classes 
according to their number, circumstances and privileges. 

Third. The Financial Meeting shall district the circuit or station among 
the Stewards, giving each one the number of classes he shall attend to during 
the year. 

Fourth. As soon as the above estimate and division are made, each Stew- 
ard shall report to the classes in his district, the amount apportioned to 
them, and shall see that each class in his district appoint a Committee of 
their own number, who shall divide the amount among the several members ; 
or, if the class so direct, shall raise the amount by subscription ; but if 
neither of these measures be adopted, the Steward and Leader shall be a 
Committee to apportion to the members, the amount each shall contribute 
quarterly, to meet the claims on the class for the year. 

Fifth. The Stewards shall see that the Leaders in their districts, make 
application quarterly, to each member in their respective classes, for his, or 
her, quarterly contribution ; and, to avoid errors in receiving and crediting 
money, the Leaders shall report in their classes, at least once a quarter, 
the name of each member, and the amount each one has paid, as credited 
on the class book. 

Sixth. Each Quarterly Conference shall inquire into the finances 
of the circuit or station, as follows : 1. The recording Steward shall call 
the name of each Leader and receive the quarterly contribution of his class ; 
then state to the Conference the amount apportioned to that class, the 
amount received, and the deficiency or surplus, if any. 2. The Presiding 
Elder shall inquire at the same time, if the Stewards and Leaders have fully 
carried this plan into operation in the classes. 3. Whether there are any 
in the classes who are able, but refuse to contribute of their means, for the 
support of the gospel among them ; and if there are any such, the reasons 
for their refusal. 4. Whether the local preachers and exhorters co-operate 
with the other officiary in carrying into effect this financial system. 
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Seventh. At each Quarterly Meeting, the Stewards shall report the state 
of the finances in the circuit or station for the quarter, by stating the amount 
apportioned to each class, and the amount received, also, the deficiencies, if 
any ; and they shall make the same report to each class in their respective 
districts, immediately after each Quarterly Meeting, and if there are 
deficiencies, shall take the most efficient measures to raise the amount at 
once. 

Eighth. The preachers on the circuits and stations are respectfully reques- 
ted to co-operate with the officiary, in carrying this system of finance into 
operation, in all the classes within the bounds of their respective charges.

XV. On Temperance. 

Your Committee respectfully report : That whereas, the Temperance cause 
is one in which all hearts and hands should be enlisted ; and whereas, the 
Church cannot possibly accomplish her mission without regarding with deep 
interest the Temperance movements of the day ; therefore, Resolved, 

1st. That at least one sermon be preached annually, in such places as 
we deem it important, upon the subject ; special care being taken to expose 
the frauds practiced in the manufacture of poisonous drinks. 

2d. That we will prudently, yet faithfully labor to impress upon the 
minds of our people, the importance, and necessity of electing such men to 
represent us in our State Legislature, as are thoroughly sound in regard to 
the necessity of a law entirely prohibiting the sale of intoxicating drinks as 
a beverage.

XVI. Obituaries. 

Rev. John Jay, late of the Iowa Conference, was born in Logan County, 
Ohio, of Quaker parentage, in 1819 ; converted to God under the labors of ^ 
Rev. J. H. Hull, of Indiana, in 1840 ; removed from thence to Mt Pleasant, 
Henry County, Iowa, in 1842. He was soon appointed class-leader, and in 
the course of a few months licensed to exhort, then to preach, and in 1845 
recommended and received into this Conference, in which he remained until 
called home, January 1st, 1859. 

Bro. Jay was a man, who, physically, mentally and morally, was adapted 
to the work to which he was called; devoting himself ardently to his loved 
employment; and in preaching, praying, singing, and other duties, he was 
alike ready and earnest. We think it will be cheerfully admitted that he 
filled his place in the ranks of the itinerant ministry with more than ordi- 
nary efficiency, and, as the result, he succeeded in enlarging and strengthening 
the Church of God. He was generally acceptable, much beloved, and went 
down to the grave with the confidence and affection of his brethren. He 
died from home, at his work — after a few days of severe sickness — with 
the armor on. He has left a widow and seven children to be cared for by 
the Church for which he so faithfully labored. 

Rev. Samuel Clark, late of the Iowa Conf., was born about the beginning 
of the present century, in Frederick Co., Va. 

His father and mother were among the first and most devoted members of 
the M. E. Church in the old Baltimore Conference. Blessed with such 
parentage, Samuel was early led to the feet of the Savior, where he found 
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peace in believing on the Lord Jesus. Having been duly authorised to * 

preach the Gospel, according to the order of Methodism, he was admitted 
on trial in the Baltimore Conf., in 1821. His first appointment was to 
East Wheeling, Va., then almost a wilderness, with Rev. Daniel Hitt, for 
his P. E., and Rev. Jesse Lee, preacher-in-charge. His second year in 
the Conference he was associated with Rev. Gerard Morgan, father of the 
brothers Morgan, of the Baltimore Conference. In 1823, he was appointed 
to Hagerstown cir., Md., with Rev J. M. Hanson for his colleague. In 1824 
he was appointed to Frederick cir., Md ., under Beverly Waugh, afterwards 
Bishop Waugh. Thus it will be seen that Bro. C. was greatly blessed in 
his early associations in the ministry, having the example, counsel, and 
instruction of the very first class of ministei’S with which the Church in 
America has been blessed. Here, doubtless, was laid that deep and strong 
foundation of logical knowledge and evangelism which subsequently sus- I 
taincd, for many years, a ministry much above the ordinary type. [ 

In 1825 he was appointed in charge of Staunton cir, Va.; in 1826 to 
Hancock, Md., with Nathaniel B. Mills; in 1827 to Gettysburg, Pa., with 
George Hildt; 1828 Lancaster, Va., with R. Jordan, 1829 returned with C. 
Parkinson; 1830 to Leesburg station, Va., to which he was returned in 
1831. In 1832 he received a supernumerary relation, and was appointed to 
Berkeley cir., Va., in company with Wm. Monroe. In 1833 he took no 
regular work, and in 1834 he located. Here the active labors of Bro. C. 
ceased in the Conference where he had been brought up, and he retired with 
the confidence, and afiection of the eminent and godly men with whom he 
had been so pleasantly associated. 

He removed with his family to Ohio, and in 1836 was admitted to the 
Ohio Conference and appointed to Washington, with Edmund Estell ; in 
1837 to Urbana, with the late Rev. G. W. Walker; to which place he was 
returned the following year, with James Smith. In 1839 he was appointed 
to Springfield, with Wm. Young ; in 1840 to South Charleston, with Geo. 
Gonzales. This was his last appointment in the Ohio Conference. 

In it, as in the Baltimore Conference, he ranked among the strongest pulpit 
men, and he retired with the friendship and prayers of many of the first 
men of Ohio accompanying him. 

Having located in 1841, he immediately arranged his business, and once 
more emigrated to the frontier, settling in Van Buren Co., Iowa TerritorJ^ 
then known more generally, as the Black Hawk purchase. Here he remained 
variously employed, arranging a home for his family, and preaching to the 
new settlers as opportunity offered, until the autumn of 1844, when, at the 
first session of the Iowa Conference, he was re-admitted, and appointed to 
Pittsburg circuit. In 1845 and 1846 he was stationed at Fort Madison. In 
1847 he superannuated in consequence of declining health. From this time 
until his release by death, he was more or less disabled by ill health. He, 
however, continued ‘‘visiting the churches*’, as his strength would allow, 
and aiding at Quarterly and Camp meetings, and thus continuing to bless 
the Church with his mature Christian advice and instruction. 

In the year 1850, he was made effective, and appointed to Birmingham 
cir., with Rev. H. Gibson, and he was reappointed there the succeeding year. 

In 1852 and 1853 he was stationed at West Point. In 1854 he had charge 
of New London circuit. At the Conference held in Keokuk in 1855 he was 
appointed Conference Missionary, and subsequently received an appointment 
from the Colonization Society, as their Agent in the States of Iowa and 
Wisconsin. In this position he continued until his death. During his 
agency he delivered many of the most effective lectures and sermons of his 
life. So far from evincing any mental decay at this period, we had in him 
a most striking and convincing example of the superiority of mind over 
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matter, and of the ability of the human soul to rise above the disease and 
decay of the physical frame, and luxuriate amid the beauties and glories of 
a higher region. These discourses produced a most profound impression upon 
the communities where they were delivered, and long will the memory of 
their author live in the hearts of the people of Southern Iowa. 

The death of Brother C. took place at the house of a friend, a few miles 
from his home, in Van Buren Co., Iowa, Feb. 9th, 1857, whither he had 
gone in the dischage of his Master’s business. His end was peace. He 
died a good man, and able minister of the New Testament, full of years, 
and full of labors. “ His works do follow him’’ and he “though dead yet 
speaketh” to cheer on the toilsome itinerants in their work and labor of love. 
While delivering a flaming exhortation in the city of Keosauqua a few years 
before his death, when he expected soon to cross ‘‘the Jordan ”, with one 
arm paralysed by his side, he cried out to the “old soldiers,” “ Come, we 
have shown the world how to live, now let us show them how to die ! And 
so he did. Look on, young Christians, and young ministers, and see that 
venerable man of God, who had gone up and down for nearly forty years, 
“ preaching Jesus and the resurrection ” to thousands from the Atlantic to 
the western borders of civilization, now falling with his armor on, battling 
to the last. See how majestically he falls — falls at his post — falls covered 
with victory— falls into the arms of Jesus ! 

Samuel Clark was not a man of genius, but did possess powers of mind 
w'hich, in the field of usefulness, made him to rank high as a public speaker 
and gospel minister. He was a man of keen logical powers, jealous for the 
purity of the Church, and an able defender of her doctrines. He was a 
formidable opponent in debate, but tempered his pointed arguments with 
the kindness and generosity of a Methodist preacher, and the charity of a 
Christian Minister. He died in peace and rests in Jesus.
